EXPLANATORY REMARKS. 

TflE Catalogue is arranged in the alphabetical order of the 

Eainters' names, which answer to those inscribed on the picture 
rames. When the frame bears no painter's name but that of a 
school only, the picture will be found catalogued under the bead 
of that Bcnool in the general alphabetical sequence, as : — Tuscan 
school ; Umbrian school, etc. 

Dutch and Flemish painters are c^Ltalogued according to the 
initial letter of their surnames, irrespective of the prefixes 
" van " and " de," when either of these was borne, as ; — 
Velde— not van de Velde ; Dyck — not van Dyck; Koninck— not 
do Koninck. 

In the description of pictures the termfi right and hjl are used 
irith reference to the right and left of the spectator, unless the 
oouteit obviously implies the contrary. 

The surface measure of pictures is given in feet and inches. 
The abbreviations A. and a, indicate height and width. 




Thb Britieh Nattoaal GUllery of Piotures was founded in 1824, 
during the administration of the Earl of Idverpool, by the 
purchase of the collection of the late John Jalias Angeretein, 
Esq., which thus formed the aucleaa of the present national 
collection. 

The establishment of a National Gallery had long been desired, 
and His Majesty George IV. is said to have been the first" to 
surest the propriety of purchasing the Angerstein Collection. 
Sir George Beaumont, also, and the late Lord Dover, then the 
lion. George Agrtr Ellis, took an active part towards the accom- 
plishment of this object. Lord Dover first brought the subject 
before Pa.rliament in 1823 ;t and Sir George Beaumont was so 
desirous to see a National Gallery established, that he offered to 
give his own pictures to the nation as soon as the Government 
should allot a proper place for tlieir reception. 

The Angerstein Ooilootion, consisting of thirty-eight picture?', 
was accordingly secured totbe aation|, ikud u grant of Parliament 
of 60,000/., proposed by Government, was voted April 2, 1824,

to defray the charge of puTchase and the expeDse moidental to 
the preseiTation and pnhlic exhibition of the collection for that 
year— 57,OOOf, for the pictures, and 3,000/. for the incidental 
espeiwes.^ 

A National Gallery was thus established. It was opened to 
the public, in the house of Mr. Angorstein, in Pall Mall, 
Mfty 10, 1824. 

In 182li, pending the erection of a suitable building, Sir George 
Peaumont, following out his promise, made over to the Trustees 
of the British Museum in trust for the National Gallery, sixteen 
valuable works by old masters ; and in 1831 the Rev. William 
Holwell-Garr bequeathed thirty-five pictures by a p.imilar arrange- 
ment. The last extensive bequest in the department of the 
"Foreign Schools" was that of Mr. Wynn Ellis, in 1876, com- 
prising ninety-four pictures. Other donations and beqnesta of 
great value, though numerically less important than those above 
noted, have from time to time augmenteiJ the treasures of the 
oolleotion.t In the department of the " British and Modern 
Etohools" the largest additions as yet miide to the Gallery by 
private munificence are the gift of Mr. Robert Ternon, in 1847, 
consisting of one liundred and fifty-seven pictures, and the bequest 
of Joseph Mallord William Turner, B.A., in 1856. embracing a 
hundred and five works in oil and an immense number in wator- 
oolouFS and pencil by his own hand. Special mention may also 
be made of those works by John Constable, B.A,, which have been 
presented, or bequeathed, by the family of the painter ; ae well 
as one splendid example presented by Mr. Henry Vanghan, who 
also in li>00 bequeathed to the Gallery a large collection of 
pictures and sketches.l

Guinness, Bart, (now Lord Iveagh), and Mr. Charlea Cotes, 
each contributed 10,000?. towards the purchase of three pic- 
tnras from the Longford Caatle Collection. 

In 1899, Mr. Alfred C. de Eithschili and Mr. J. P. Heseltine 
each contribntej bdOl. towards the purchase of the two Rem- 
brandts from Lard de Kaumarez's Collection. 

In 1904, Mr. W. Waldorf- As tor, Mr. Alfred Beit, Lord Barton, 
Lord Iveagb, Mr. Pierpont Morgan, aod Lady Wantage con- 
tributed the total Bum of 21,000/. towards the cost of the 
"Darnley" Titian (No. 1944 in the National Gallery), purchased 
from Sir Oeorge Djnaldson. 

In 1906, the National Art Collections Fund preeonted 
the picture of " Tenus and Cupid " by Yelasquez. 

Without a continuance of State support, however, the National 
Qallery would have remained deficient as a representative col- 
lection, and wanting in some of its most important conientH. 
Between 1825, after the purchase of the Angerstein picturee, and 
1865, a aeries of ohosen works were added to the Gallery by means 
of special grants from the Government. In the latter year the 
establishment was reconstituted by a Treasury Minate, and a 
Board of Management was appointed consisting of a limited 
nnmber of Trustees and a responsible director.

The son and pupil of Hana Holbein thfl Elder, was bom I 
Angsburg in 1497. Of the painter's earlj life but few particnlare 
are recorded. In 1516 he and his brother Ambroaius went to 
Basel, where Haua soon found empioyaent in the demgn of 
initial letters and title pagea for books. His skill in this direc- 
tion attracted the notice of Erasmus, whose well-known work 
" The Praise of Folly "was enriched by Holbein'a pencil. HaQF^ 
also received numerous commissions to execute mural paintings 
for houses in Basel and the neighbourhoud. One of his earlket 
friends and patrons was Jacob Meyer, Burgomaster of Basel, 
whose portrait he painted. In 1517 Huibeiii visited Lucerne, 
where his services were also engaged m decorative woric. 
Between 1522 and I5SC Holbein executed two famous pictures, 
the "Solothurn" Madonna and the "Meyer" Madonna. 

In 152S-27 Holbein came to England, provided with letters of 
introduction to Sir Thomas More, with whom he resided for 
some time, and through whose influence the painter obtained 
numerous commissions for portraits of the English ariatocrucy. 

In 1528 he retnrned to Basel where he remained two yean, 
but local disturbances drove him once more to this nountry. 

In 1531 we find him in London, actively employed by the 
German merohants of the Steelyard, in Thames Street. About 
1536 he became Court painter to Henry VJII., who, in 1638, 
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Botmsted him with a miasion to Basel, wliere Holbein had left 
Ito wife and children. He did not, however, long remain there, 
ludin 1539 he resumed his residence in London, where he died 
I litis laelieTed of the plagne) in or about 1543.

This painter was bom at Sebanico, in Dalmatia in 1522 ; bis 
Parents, who were of very humble origin, migrated early to Venice, 
bringing their ohiid with tbem. Hia true aarnarae was Meldolla, 
but he was called at Venice " Schiavone," the Slavonian. Andrea 
^as early employed at very small remuneration to paint the outsides 
of housea. Titian first brought him into more general notice by 
employing him to paint three ovals in the litrary of St. Mark, but 
lie seems to have lived in poverty all his life. Among other means 
of making a livelihood, he painted, apparently for miserable pay, 
nmall subjects from religious history and fable for furniture and the 
Sronts of "casaoni." Yet he was a brilliant artist, and Tintoret 
Baid of him that he made up for the weakness of his drawing by 
^e beauty of his colonr, and that that painter was to blame who 
did not possess one of his works in his studio. He was by nature 
a splendid colourist, and improved himself in this respect by his 
study of the works by Georgione and Titian. He died in 1582. 
There is some doubt as to whether the etchings bearing the 
signature Andrea Meldolla are by this painter, or by another 
artist of the same name. His works are to be met with in ntoat of 
the principal galleries of Europe. The following small picture is 
nne of the furniture panels aUnded to above.
